Fear NLRB Vote 
Delay Will Ruin 
Local GE Union 


Fears of what will happen 
if no NLRB election is held at 
the local GE plant before Ap- 
ril 1 were expressed yesterday 
by Henry G. Ranch. president 
of local 1012 of the United 
Electrical workers. 

The union’s present contract 
terminates on April 1 and GE 
has announced nationally that 
“it would not be proper for 


us to run any risk of appear- 
ing to be unfairly favoring one 
side or the other by allowing our 
present national- contract with 
the UE to be extended.” 

In 1947 and 1948 the contract 
was extended automatically after 
the expiration date until negotia- 
tions for a new contract were 
completed. 

But now GB has declared it will 
not let its contract with the union, 
ousted from the CIO, to renew 
itself automatically because of the 
dispute with the IUE-CIO for do- 
mination of the electrical in- 
dustry. 

“It appears that if no such 
election is held before the con- 
tract terminates that the GE em- 
ployes here would be left without 
representation by any _ union.” 
Ranch said. 

“It is this point that has led 
our national officers to demand 
that NLRB elections be held 
within 90 days,” the union presi- 
dent explained. 

GE has filed a petition with 
the NLRB in Baltimore, Md., ask- 
ing that a collective bargaining 
election be held at the Ontario 
works, Ranch said. 

The union president pointed out 
that GE has practically acted for 
the rival IUE-CIO in asking for 
the NLRB election. He said a 
rival union must prove that a 
substantial number of workers de- 
sire another union but that the 
company can do so on the request 
of a few individuals. 


Deny X-1 Flew 
At 1989 MPH 


WASHINGTON (UP) The 
Air- Force’s phenomenal rocket 
ship, the Bell X-1, has been flown 
936 miles an hour — close to its 
present maximum speed — at an 
altitude of 10 miles, it was re- 
ported today. 

A defense department spokes- 
man confirmed indirectly that the 
tiny research craft had attained 
speeds in the range between 900 
and 1,000 miles per hour. The de- 
fense department’s information 
indicated that 1,000 MPH was the 
top limit for the plane in its pre- 
sent condition. 

The Los Angeles Times had 
reported earlier the supersonic 
plane had flown 1,989 MPH, or 
about three times the speed of 
sound.

Claremont College Publishes Work 
On Pomona Valley Growing Pains 


The Foundation for Regional 
Economic Studies at Claremont 
Men’s college yesterday published, 
in book form, a full report of its 
study, “Problems of Transition in 


Pomona Valley.” 

Kalman L. Dienes, director of 
the foundation .and lecturer in 
business management at Clare- 
mont Men’s college has compiled 
this.summary of ‘two years work. 

Among the sponsors of the 
study are 17 Pomona Valley or- 
ganizations including local plan- 
ning commissions, chambers of 
commerce, business and financial 
groups. 

The original study, which was 
made possible by a grant of $10,- 
000 from the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, New York, and promoted by 
the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, wags begun two years 
ago. 

Leaders in local government, 
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business, banking, education, and 
agriculture from, the communi- 
ties in the Pomona Valley met 
monthly to pool information on 
water supply, land use, residen- 
tial devevlopment, transportation 
and industrialization. ‘Problems 
of Transition in Pomona Valley” 
combines ideas formulated in 
these meetings with the results 
of Dienes’ own fuidings. 

While much of the material 
primarily concerns the communi- 
ties dealt with, the study also 
contains material of interest to 
other city and regional planning 
groups. 

This book covers some of the 
major problems of Southern Cali- 
fornia and metropolitan Los An- 
geles. The sections dealing with 
citrus economy, population in- 
crease, income sources, industrial- 
ization, 
transportation are of more than 
local significance.

The radio hookup which will | 
carry this message is to be one} 
of the largest ever arranged for) 
a religious message.
